Strive To Secure World Peace 
Washington, Feb. 26.—The Harding 
administration, fully realizing it is 
under a definite pledge to create an 
"association of nations” to take the 
place for the United States 
of 
the 
League of Nations and an effort will 
be made to accomplish such a step 
toward world peace. 
This statement was made 
to 
the 
United Press today by one of the high­ 
est authorities of the American gov­ 
ernment regarding President H ard­ 
ing's request to the senate for author­ 
ization to have the United States rep­ 
resented officially in the world court 
established by the League of Nations, 
but with reservations 
keeping 
this 
country from any connection with the 
league itself. 
At the present time there does not 
even exist any very definite plan for 
such an association, this authority in­ 
dicated. 
He said that the policy of 
the administration is to take up and 
settle one important thing at a time 
Consequently, 
the 
administration 
does not claim that American partied 
Patton in the court is “the associa­

The belief prevails here that the 
president took this action in order to 
have the matter before the country 
during the long recess of congress and 
thus counteract the activities of those 
who have been claiming the United 
States has not been doing its full part 
in stabilizing world peace. 


FRANCE'S ULTIMATUM 
HANDS OFF THE RUHR'

Paris, Feb. 26.—The French today 
said “hands off the Ruhr” to all na­ 
tions considering mediation and pro­ 
ceeded to acquisition of further terri 
tory and a lively "strafing” of mutin- 
ist German towns. 
A semi-official announcement said 
France would not accept intervention 
whether by Britain, Holland or the 
United States. 
Pushing forward over a consider 
able area east of the Rhine, French 
troops today closed gaps of the bridge 
head arcs provided for by the Ver 
Bailies treaty and in doing so almost 
completely cut off the British in their 
little sector at Cologne. French troops 
now hold & wide strip of territory on 
both sides of the British. Montabauer 
is in territory that was once alloted to 
America for occupation but never tak­ 
en.

MEDICAL MEN PUZZLED BY THE 
SPREAD 
OF 
DISEASE 
IN 
WINNIPEG 


Minneapolis, 
Feb. 
26. — Although 
there ara reported to lie 163 casea of 
sleeping sickness in Winnipeg aud he 
tween 30 aud 35 easel scattered about 
Minnesota, Minneapolis is entirely free 
from the disease. Dr. F. K. Finning 
ton, Minneapolis health commissioner, 
said. 


Dr. Harrington said he did not be­ 
lieve there was danger of an epidemic 
of the disease here. 
"Bleeping sit knees does not appear 
to be contagious,” he said. 
Medical men have been puzzled ny 
the spread of the disease in Winnipeg 
ainee it first appeared three months 
ago, according to dispatches, and have 
sought in vain for curative means of 
treating victims. One of the most puz­ 
zling features of the epidemic is that, 
while sleeping sickness was thought to 
he prevalent only in hot son***, It I as 
raged in Winnipeg 
in 
the 
coldest 
months. 
There have 
been 
several 
deaths. 
The disease has not been re­ 
ported In other Canadian cities. 
Dizziness, followed by vomiting and 
delirium, are the first symptoms. Borne 
of the victims have lived otiiy two 
days, although tho majority have re­ 
covered after five w leks. 
The most 
successful 
treatment 
bas 
Included 
fresh air, cool rooms and alcohol used 
externally as well as internally. 
Winnipeg reported nine new cases 
and two deaths lust week, and 21 new 
cases and five deaths 
the 
previous 
week. 
Seven of the easel 
in 
Minnesota 
were reported in January, according 
to Dr. A. J. Cbesley of the state bourd 
of health. 
The most

were three at Mountain Lake. 
The 
case* are distribute,! In Anoka, Henne­ 
pin, I^ike, Ramsey, Stevens, Ottertail, 
St. Louis, Clay, Polk, Swift, Faribault, 
Goodhue and Big Stone counties, 
Dr. Harrington skid he bul received 
no reports of the disease In Minne­ 
apolis this year.

about or the discovery of her body. 
Dorothy, who was found and re­ 
turned home after 
the 
abduction, 
told police that th? kidnaper had as­ 
saulted her sister and then she saw 
the man murder Lillian and thro* 
her body on to the Ice. 
Wylie 
F. 
Morgan, 38, Is under arrest charg­ 
ed with the kidnaping. 
A crowd of children were playing 
In front of the Qltmore home when a 
man In an auto invited the children 
to take a ride. 
The two girls got In­ 
to the car. 
Three hours later 
Dorothy 
was 
found wandering In 
the 
neighbor­ 
hood of her home. 
She was dazed, 
hungry and half frozen. 
Rhe told this story: 
"A man took me and Lillian on a 
long ride. 
He hurt Lillian and she 
was lylug on the back seat with her 
ey s shut. 
He threw her out of the 
car on the ice and then put me out 
of the car. 
After a 24 hour search authorities 
arrested 
W y l i e 
Morgan. 
Morgan 
was lined up with 26 civilians and 
Dorothy was taken to police head­ 
quarters, 
She was carried past the 
line aud she passed Morgan scream­ 
ing: "That's him papa, th a t’s him ”. 
lie denied the kidnaping.

spots were found on Morgan’s cloth­ 
ing, according to the police. 
"There is uo question in my mind 
fhat Morgan is the kidnaper, neith­

DRASTIC STEPS TO PREVENT MERGER 


OF ARMOUR-MORR1S PACKER INTERESTS 


Washington, Fob. 26.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace today took dras­ 
tic steps to prevent the consummation 
of the merger of the big packing in­ 
terests of Armour & Company and 
Morris & Company. Acting under the 
packer 
control 
law, 
the 
secretary 
served a formal complaint against the 
two packing interests declaring the 
combination would be in violation of 
this law. 
Information received by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, Wallace stated, Is 
that a tentative agreement 
for 
the 
merger already had been received. The 
two packing companies will Ire given 
an opportunity to present their case in 


a hearing before the secretary of ag­ 
riculture on April 2. 
If upon the basis of the evidence 
then submitted the secretary is of the 
opinion that the combination is in 
violation of the packer control law, 
an order to “cease and desist” from 
its consummation will be entered. 
From this decision the packers may 
appeal to the federal circuit court of 
appeals in Chicago and then the case 
may he taken to the supreme court of 
the United States. 
Expedition of the 
legal proceedings is provided for by 
the law and heavy penalties for viola­ 
tion of the "cease and desist” order 
may be imposed by the court.

SI rive To Secure World Peace 
Washington, Feb. 26.—The Harding 
administration, fully realizing it 
under a definite pledge to create an 
"association of nations" to take the 
place for the United States 
of 
the 
League of Nations and an effort will 
be made to accomplish such a step 
toward world peace. 
This statement was made 
to ' the 
United Press today by one of the high 
est authorities of the American gov 
eminent regarding President Hard 
ing's request to the senate for author 
ization to have the United States rep 
resented officially In the world court 
established by the League of Nations 
but with reservations 
keeping 
this 
country from any connection w’itli the 
league itself. 
At the present time there does not 
even exist any very definite plan for 
such an association, this authority in 
dicated. 
He said that the policy of 
the administration is to take up and 
settle one important thing at a time 
Consequently, , the 
administration 
does not claim that American partici 
pation in the court is “the associa 
tion of nations” that President Hard 
ing is pledged to—that is to come la 
ter and neither may American 
en­ 
trance into the court be taken to in 
dil ate that such larger questions men­ 
acing wmrld peace as the Ruhr fight 
between France and Germany will be 
brought before the body for settle­ 
ment. 
It is now' generally agreed In the 
senate that approval of the president’s 
request cannot be obtained during the 
last week of the present session. 
The belief prevails here that the 
president took this action in order to 
have the matter before the country 
during the long recess of congress and 
thus counteract the activities of those 
who have been claiming the United 
States has not been doing its full part 
in stabilizing world peace. 


FRANCE’S ULTIMATUM 
’HANDS OFF THE RUHR'

Paris, Feb. 26.—The French today 
said "hands off the Ruhr” to all na­ 
tions considering mediation and pro­ 
ceeded to acquisition of further terri­ 
tory and a lively “strafing” of mutin- 
ist German towns.

Pushing forward over a consider­ 
able area east of the Rhine, French 
troops today closed gaps of the bridge­ 
head arcs provided for by the Ver­ 
sailles treaty and in doing so almost 
completely cut off the British in their 
little sector at Cologne. French troops 
now hold a wide strip of territory on 
both sides of the British.

E d g e of New Jersey has returned from a tour 
of Europe impressed by Ihe need for America’s contribution to the 
task of lifting Europe out of the depth into which she has settled. 
Senator Edge is impressed by the thought that while we may 
pursue our policy of isolation, we cannot remain apart from the 
other nations without sharing in the misfortunes th a t result Iron* 
their inability to solve the problems arming out of the World war. 
America is already suffering with those peoples. 
Oui exports 
have known a reduct ion tnai ss alarming, the farm ers of the na­ 
tion, who are our largest exporters, are without a m arket for their 
produce, and the unsettled political all airs of the othei halt of tile 
world are reflected in our own elections and in the agitation that 
is disturbing our political life. Just as the influenza germs swept 
across Europe, entered England, crossed the Atlantic and were 
carried over America from coast to coast, exacting their dreadful 
toll, so the ideas born of unrest are spreading over the nations. 
English labor has adopted a socialistic program, and in th isco u n ­ 
try, many voices are raised demanding a complete change in the 
order of our government. 
Until the world is stabilized this will 
continue and. if the world goes from bad to worse, yet more radical 
methods *w i 11 be employed by the people until, in the end, commun­ 
ism and anarchy may sweep over the nations, and America cannot 
remain immune from the attack of such destructive forces. 
Miss Maude Hoyden, one of England’s intellectual leaders, 
has said that Europe is intuit dually bankrupt, or words to I hat 
effect. 
Europe has lost confidence but, given pew hope, she can 
rise again. 
It is within the power of America to inspire new con­ 
fidence and to offer the encouragement that will restore tranquil- 
ity and establish order at the other side of the Atlantic. 
Many a

A strong nation like tin1 United States would dare to point 
out wrongs, criticize programs and suggest others, with more hope 
of winning her points than any other nation that is more closely 
related to the continental problems of Europe.
